Applicant argues that "Aratani discloses that the action code list is printed by a printer that is externally connected to the apparatus via an 
IEEE 1394 interface. Thus, Aratani's apparatus does not comprise the necessary elements to print the action code list and instead relies on 
the external printer to print the action code list". Page 1 1 of the Remarks, last paragraph through Page 12 of Remarks, 1st paragraph 

Examiner disagrees. Applicant's claim language does not specifically indicate how the printer engine (printing mechanics) and the 
processor of such printer (electronics comprising drivers, processors, etc) are connected. As such Aratani's disclosure, as shown in Fig. 1 
(processor 100 and printer engine 202), reads on applicant's claim. 

Applicant further argues the combination of Aratani and Hoda. Pages 13 and 14 of Remarks 

Examiner reiterates that Aratani's disclosed action codes are numeral codes as shown in Fig. 10. A unique identification code is disclosed 
by Hoda to be a "barcode"; therefore it would have been obvious to an artisan, at the time of invention, to use Hoda's barcodes, as a unique 
identifier, instead of the Aratani's numerals.. 
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
